How soon it shall 
recede nobody knows, but that it will 
recede is as sure as is the history of 
American politics. Because this is so, 
what possible gain is there in all of the 
truckling to policy, lowering of individ- 
ual dignity, abasing of party principles, 
for the temporary advantage that may 
come. How we do need a nation of 
Hardings and Coolidges, rather than 
so many of some of the weak men who 
might be as readily named,

Notwithstanding that valuation, how- 
ever, it is spending this year very nearly 
a million dollars on improvements of 
which the beginning of a civic center is 
one that would put to shame many so- 
alled rich ‘towns in Massachusetts. 
The work began under the leadership of 
the Chamber of Commerce of that town, 
in the desire of that organization to do 
something to relieve the so-called unem- 
ployment situation. In Gardner this 
was really a situation, and not “‘so- 
called,’ because the chair business had 
slacked very materially and many people 
were out of work, One of the first jobs 
undertaken was the clearing of a large 
area and the beginning of foundations 
and grading for a new town hall build- 
ing, to represent, when completed, 
$350,000. This sum did not scare 
Gardner a bit, and they are going ahead 
rapidly in their preliminary work, to be 
followed by an improvement that will 
immediately cost $350,000 and that will 
ultimately cost nearly a million dollars, 
_ Not satisfied with that, they had some 
highway projects that were quite dis- 
turbing, and here again another $150,000 
was immediately put into action to care 
for those particular needs. Six thou- 
sand dollars more went into grading and 
improving ‘a baseball park, and an ex- 
tension of every natural appropriation 
that the town would make has been 
freely given, without one thought of 
having the tax payers overburdened in 
the last analysis. 

The town of Andover has a valuation 
in excess of fifteen hundred dollars per 
capita for every man, woman and child 
in the town,.and this valuation is sub- 
ject to constant and steady improve- 
ment, plus the abnormal increase that

“The laundry iudustry, from one end of America to the 
other, is offering to take over this burden just as the spinner 
and weaver long ago took over the business of making 


cloths; 


in fact as a hundred other items of household drud- 


gery have been taken over by industry. 
} “We propose to indicate to the women of America the 
" progress that has been made by the laundry industry; we 
will show them, for example, that while in its fundamentals 
the home-washing process has changed but little since the 
time of Noah, the laundry has improved until it has become 
not alone a cleanser of clothes, but a conserver of them also. 
“Once the American housewife discovers it is safe and 
economical to send the family wash to the laundry, the most 
burdensome of household tasks will be abolished from. the
